The old 
process of ether gilding has been al- 
most entirely superseded by the new- 
er and improved method of eleciro 
gilding, ltodditch is becoming a rival 
of Birmingham in the manufacture 
of pins, the ordinary common house- 
hold pin being supplemented by- 
shawl and scarf pins, with glass and 
steel heads About two tons weight 
of pins of all sorts an 1 made at Red- 
ditch wookly. According to the latest 
phase which ingenious enterprise has 
taken in this irade, the production 
ought to increase by "leaps and 
bounds," for an attempt is being 
made to reconstruct the machines 
that they may produce two pins at 
a time instead of one. Itedditch 
produced every week an averago of 
20,000,000 fish-hooks of ail descrip- 
tions, from that required by the an- 
gler of minnows in the streamlet to 
that adapted for pikeand salmon fisher 
men. Machinery is very largely used 
in the manufacture of fish-hooks, and 
in connection with the smaller class 
of sea-hooks, electrogilding is being 
extensively adopted. Pishing rods. 
tloats and swivels now constitute im- 
portant branches of Redditeh in- 
dustry, alld a considerable trade is 
growing up in the production of arti- 
ficial Hies, which are exclusively hand- 
made. — Anwrii-a/i A nali/.s/.

Totkt /'nlilic:— The National Ex- 
ecutive Committee, appointed by the 
Notional Deaf-Mute Convention at its 
meeting in New York City iu 1883, by 
an unanimous vote, delegated a com- 
mit lee of live members of the Conven- 
lion. consisting of T. A. Froeblich, 
Chairman of the National Executive 
Committee, E. A. Hodgson, the Presi- 
dent of the Convention, P). W. 
George, the treasurer of the same, A. 
Ci Draper, the treasurer of the Gal- 
laiidet Memorial P'und, and Kev. Job 
Turner, to consider plans and sugges- 
tions, and award the contract for ex- 
ecuting ihe Oalliunlet Statue. 

Pursuant to * call of Mr. T. A. 
Froehlioh, the above committee met 
at the National Deaf Mute College on 
May 3d, all being present. A num- 
ber of designs that were sent, were 
considered, and, after thorough and 
careful deliberation, the contract was 
by an unanimous vote awarded to Mr. 
Frenoh, 

A strong disposition was evinoed on 
the part of the committee to 
award the contract to a deaf artist, 
who can produce evidence in the 
shape of finished work of this charact- 
er, "Viuch as would command the con- 
fidence of ihe public, in preference to 
a hearing one. The prox and C0H8 of 
this subject were long and earnestly 
discussed. 

While it was conceded that to have 
the work done by a deaf artist WOQid 
give the memorial an added glory as 
exhibiting one of the practical results 
Of the labors Of the elder (iallaudet; 
while it was looked upon as highly de- 
sirable to afford a deal artist, even if 
an untried band, an Opportunity t© win 
the name and fame which the success- 
ful execution of such a work would 
yield him, while this was regarded as 
an excellent opportunity to encourage 
and develop Hie art spirit among 
the deaf, ii was viewed as a matter 
greatly to be regretted that at present 
ne no deaf artists who could 
produce any finished work which alone 
could furnish evidence of artistic DOW 
er, and the committee regarded the 
stake a! issue too great, and looked up 
on it as inconsistent with their duty to 
the subscribers to the fund to award 
the coui raot to any hut an artist of 
thoroughly established reputation, 
whose work already executed would 
give assurance id the completion of 
Ihe design in a manner worthy tbe 
grandeur of I be subject. As such an 
artist, the committee regarded Mr. 
Frenoh. He has exeouted numerous 
works of great magnitude and great 
artistic power in various parts ol this 
country lie won his spurs by pro- 
ducing ihe bronze BtatOe id' the Minnie 
Man. which was exhibited at the 
feimial Exhibition, and which won such 
universal applause. He has executed 
several bronze statues for Harvard 
College. He executed the bronze 
statue of Q*n. Oast now standing in 

Del roil. He is one of the three artists 
selected by the Pnitcd States Govern- 
ment lo Compete for the execution of 
tie! equestrian statue of La Fayette. 
which alone is a st rong recommenda- 
tion. And, lastly, he carved the marble 
bust of Garfield, which now stands in 
the National Deaf Mute College as a tri- 
bute of gratitude of the deaf towards 
:i public advocate of their educational 
interests. This bust is regarded by 

Garfield's friends as the best likeness 
of him extant. Added to all this is 
lbs fact that be has always evinced a 
warm interest m the welfare of the 
deaf. 

This much is said in behalf of those 
who should naturally wish to know 
what claim the artist to whom the ex 
edition of the Oallaudet Memorial is 
awarded, has upon the confidence of 
the subscribers to the fund.

TIIF. LIFE OF TURKISH WOMEN. 



,, Hag Ooi n 

The Turkish woman is neither 
sentimental nor corrupt, neither 
passionate nor cold, neither good nor 
wicked ; but she is a gourmand. She 
is fond of sugar-plums, com li turns, 
sherbet, an illy tobacco, which 

lis into slender cigarettes, and 
the smoke of which she swallows with 
delight. She is inquisitive, indiscreet, 
greedy for things: that glitter- -rings, 
necklaces, bracelets, anu beads. She 
is vain but not coquettish. In 
of what, use would coquetry be to \n-r ? 
From the age of thirteen or fourteen 
longs to a husband, who is her 
in i lef. «i- rather her owner, whom 
she obeys passively, whom she fears 
but, does not love. 

Conjugal friendship and love are 
two sentiments almost unknown to 
Turkish women, which makes me 
believe that they are rather the pro- 
duct of education and association 
than of instinct. Maternal love, 
which is the most tenacious, the most 
.spontaneous, the most sublime of all 
terrestrial love, seems to be extinct, m 
arts of many Turkish mothers, 
for they do not scruple to prevent the 
birth of their children, or to leave 
llietn to die the moment that they see 
•hi, of day. This in one of the 
, but it is not the only one. of 
pid diminution of the Turkish 
race. 

Formerly, Turkish women were 
forbidden to receive medical atten- 
dance, even if they were at the gales 
of death. They were attendended by 
mid wives, who fought the i 

utatioiis and mystic 
operations, rather than by pharmaeeu 
tical remedies and medical care. To 
day, physicians, illy if they are 

not young men, are admitted without 

scrapie to thejbedside of sick women; 
or more often they arc usually left 
alone with patients. Then, strange 
to say, the women are only incensed 
when" they are obliged to uncover 
their face. " However," said a 
physician of a seraglio to me, " when 
one of the two is uncomfortable, it is 
always the physician." 

It is quite useless for Turkish girls 
to grow up, get married, and bi 
mothe nilies; they always re- 

main children. They have impressions 
rather than feelings; they are the 
subjects of caprice, not will. During 
her loi nee in Constantinople, 

Mine, .lulliard was often invited to 
the harems, and even stayed some 
days in that of Genera] Dervish 
I'asha, the famous defender of Ba 
toum. The four wives and the slaves 
of the pasba behaved themselves to- 
ward their guest like little sahool 
girls at play. They smelt of her, 
touched her, felt of the (doth of her 
clothes, smoothed her hair, sat down 
on their knees, asked her ft the 
puerile questions, begged her I 
the lilnhbi. (the master; to give them 
boa-bom, sherbet, rings, and Other 
jewelry. If they showed themselves 
very jealous of the pasha, this was 
hardly because they wished to obtain 
his love and carsesses, but the presents

, the cakes that lie brought to 
ie rather than to that one, 

When he appeared among them, 
they stopped their laughing and play- 
ing, ami went, as though ashamed, to 
a divan or on a II, like 

school children caught in mischief. 
They often indulged in quarrels

nails did good service. They dined 
'her, sitting with their legs cross- 
in mats around a Copper tray Uft 
cd with food, wh ted an odor
